“These poaltions having been 
subdued, the 2nd Battalion then 
attacked Mount Bennett on the 
evening of Dec. 24, 1941. This 
was the final action ‘of the 
Tanaka Butal on Hong Kong 
Island, but, as will be, shown, 
it stil had work to do, 

Various Atrocities 

“Now, during the * times 

mentioned above, and up to and 
including Dec. 27, 1941, 
atrocities were committed by 
Japanese troops under. the com- 
mand of the accused at various 
points in his battle areas. It 
will be proved by the prosecution 
thnt when the accused’s troops 
took Sai Wan Hill on the night 
of 18-19 Dee. 1941, they cap- 
tured a number of _ prisoners. 
These were ali placed in a con- 
crete magazine for several 
hours... On being called out 
therefrom, they were bayonetted 
as they ‘emerged and their 
bodics tossed over a stone em- 
bankment. Two miraculously 
survived to tell the tale—both 
of whom will be produced as 
witnesses to give thelr evidence 
person. 
“When the: accused's 
took the Salesian Missfon, 
occupied medical personnel, 
certain of. them, both military 
and civilian, having been made 
prisoners, were marched some 
distance up the Island Road 
and from there into'a ravine or 
nullah on the side of Mount 
Parker, where all but one ware 
shot.

Outline Of Proof 


“The foregoing is an outline 
of the proof which will be 
offered to you in support of 
the charges which have been 
discussed, -- - foe 

“In tho Hght of all the 
evidence laid before you, the 
Court will be asked to con- 
vider whether or not the ac- 
cused can be found gullty of the 
above charges because — either 
it has‘been shown that he was 
directly concerred in the 
atrocities, or connived at them, 
or ordered them, or that they 
were so ‘prevalent throughout 
the line of march of his troops 
that a policy emerged to the 
extent that the Court can find, 
bcyond a reasonable doubt, that 
the accused was concerned in 
the crimes alleged.”
